Roper Proves to be Sir Ge- 
nille Cave-Browne-Cave.

SAILS TO-DAY TOGETESTATE 


But He Still Hears the Call of the Wild 
and Will Return and Buy a 
Ranch In the West. 


The room of {Mr. Harrison” in Mills 
Hotel No. 8 at Thirty-seventh Street and 
Sevénth Avenue is vacant, and a well- 
knit, clear-eyed Englishman of 38 will 
to-day be on’the sea bound for London 
to meet his lawyers and to claim his 
title of Sir Genille Cave-Browne-Cave, 
his old Norman castle in Leicester, his 
6,000 acres, and his right to appoint a 
vicar for his domain and his tenants, 

The Norman castle has accommodations 
for sixty guests and a stable that quar- 
ters forty horses, and the estate has an 
income of $15,000 a year. 

‘“‘Mr. Harrison’’ made the jump from 
Bald Knob, Colorado, to New York, and 
spent the last ten days here. He declined 
to announce on what ship he would sail, 
what name he would use as a traveler, 
but said good-bye to his friend W. F. 
Bullock, the New York correspondent of 
The London Daily Mail. 

Sir Genille has become famous in tho 
West and to some extent in England as 
the ‘‘ Cowboy Baronet.’”’ He was the sec- 
ond son of Sir Mylles Cave-Browne-Cave, 
the eleventh Baronet of his line, who died 
in February of last year. There was 
phead of him in line for the title and 
the estate a brother, Geoffry Lisle, but 
he died in 1880. The death of the father 
left the Baronetcy and the estate to 
Genille, who has for the past fifteen years 
been busting bronchos, roping steers, and 
herding cattle in the West. 

Not long ago the appearance of the 


**Cowboy Baronet’’ was heralded Jn the 

East, and a distant relative of the de- 

ceased head of the house in England was 

roclaimed as the heir. On his arrival 

n London he was met by a score or more 

of the nobility who wanted to welcome 

him back from the Wild West of America 
and who found that their reception was 
ill-timed and wrongly placed. 

The real ‘Cowboy Baronet"’ has been 
here in New York for the last ten days, 
dining every day with Mr. Bullock and 
ploeping in a room in Mills Hotel No. 3. 

“My dear boy,” said Sir Genille to an 
acquaintance yesterday, when he was 
asked why he took a 7 by 4 apartment in 
the Mills Hotel, *‘ you see, I’m a cowboy 
for just a few more days. I have been 
_ making my living by breaking wild horses 

and roping cattle. The money I have has 

been earned in your own Western way, 

and, besides, the soft life of your big 

hotels does not appeal to me. I have been 
sleeping under the heavens, ve the ground, 
up with the break of day, ahd astride my 
horse Blue Dog. I'm the champion steer 
roper of the West, with only one man 
ahead of moc, the champion of the world 

nd Blue Dog did more to make the record 

han I did.’’ 

The ‘‘Cowboy Baronet” sighed. 

“But Blue Dog is in good hands, and I 
can’t tell when the call of the West will 
exert itself on me again.”’ 

Sir Genille wore a faded red necktie. 
The band of it kept crawling up on his 
neck, and he kept snoring it down with 

muttered exclamations of hate for the 
thing. 

“Lord! Lord!” he exclaimed. “ We 
don’t use neckties in the West, but the 
life on the plains has been altogether de- 
lightful to me. When I first learned of it 
I was in London. I did not care to be & 
club loulger, and was then a sort of riding 
master in the Thirteenth Hussars, sta- 
tioned at Liverpool. I met a ranchman 
from this country, and he told me that if 
I ever wanted to do real riding and make 
a living at it I should come to America 
and be a cowboy. Soon after that 
started for this country, and I had £300 
in my pocket. When I got to Arizona the 
first thing I was asked was whether I 
eould ride. I showed my employer that I 
could, but my first year was full of 
trouble. I got all of the outlaw horses 
that could be brought to our ranch, and 
I rode and broke them. In those days they 
used to pay me $10 each for ae g | wild 
horse I broke in. It was fun and lots of 
money. 

“The cowboys in the West laughed at 
me at first and played all sorts of tricks 
on me as a green Englishman, but they 
soon found out that I could ride with the 
best of them. I learned to use the lasso 
also, and made my own way. They are 
@ mighty fine lot, fine riders, and fine 
men. 

“The years that I have been in the 
West have been full of pleasant experi- 
ences. I have ranched in Wyoming, Kan- 
gas, Arizona, Colorado, and other States, 
and have had some pretty exciting ex- 

eriences on the Mexican border. I was 
n charge of a big ranch in Arizona when 

lot of my employer's cattle were stolen. 
¥ stole it back with some to boot from an 
e@djacent ranch. The head of that ranch 
came at me, but I had learned to shoot 
from the hip without pulling my gun from 
the holster, and when the American who 
wanted to get the drop on me started to 
try to get it he found himself covered and 
fwe became friends.”’ 

Sir Genille doesn’t know just when he 
will get back to this country, but he has 
mo idea of being out of it for any too long 

time. He has become enamored of the 

Jest. He is known among the cow- 
punchers as “‘ Kitty ’’ because he dressed 
@s a woman one night when a cowboy in 
‘Arizona was trying to elope with the only 
woman within fifty miles, and imperson- 
ated her during an elopement which re- 
sulted in a laugh on the would-be élop- 


ers. 

“Why, they're the best people on 
earth,” he said. ‘* When I left Omaha on 
my way East the whole gang, between 
800 and 400 of them, rode into town and 

red a salute for me. Then they gave 

e a banquet and one of them tore up 
my railroad ticket. It looked as if 
would have to stay in the West, but when 
I told them that I couldn't do anything 
2s the right thing and go back to Eng- 
and and become a Baronet for a while 
anyway they went and bought me a Pull- 
man reservatior and all that, and gave 
me a banquet in a big shed outdoors. At 
Chicago the cowpunchers in the Miller 
Brothers’ show gave me another send-off. 
I want to get with some of the boys in 
the Buffalo Bill gang, but I don’t dare 
do it. I might never get back to Eng- 
land.” 

The steer-roping championship, which 
Bir Genille holds, was won at Oklahoma 
City four years ago. He threw and bound 
his steer in twenty-two seconds. The 
world’s championship record is nineteen 
ecénds. For the championship of the 

¥ést there is a gold medal, whieh has to 
-be held for five years before it becomes a 
lasting trophy with the holder. Sir 
Genille believes that the contest this year 
will still find him with twenty-two sec- 
onds as the record, and that the medal 
will be his forever, as will be the title 
and the estates left him in England. 

On the estates of the ‘‘Cowboy Baro- 
net’’ are codl mines that have not been 
operated for years. There are also val- 
uable pipe-clay deposits, and as soon as 
his lawyers in London have put these ad- 
Yyantages to the best use and his income 
of $15,000 a year has been increased he 
will buy one of the big ranches of the 
West in this country, and his ranch house 
will be open house for all of the cowboys 
of Arizona, Colorado, Wyoming, and con- 

uous territory.

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TORNADOES KILL MANY. 


Elght Known Dead in Oklahoma— 
Other States Hit. 


WOODWARD, 'Okla., May 11.—At least 
eight persons were killed and scores of 
others injured in the several tornadoes in 
Northwestern Oklahoma yesterday even- 
ing. 

The dead are J. BE. Hale, Little Robe, 
Ellis County; Mrs. J. E. Hale, Little 
Robe; two unknown persons, Arnett, Ellis 
County; Dr. J. Howser, Vici, Woodward 
County; Arthur Sible, Mutual, Woodward 
County; William Hand, Bstelle, Major 
County, and Mrs. Young, Seiling, Dewey 
County. 

The disaster scems to have consisted of 
a succession of tornadoes occurring be- 
tween 5 o’clock A. M. and 1 o’clock P. M. 
They appeared first in the western part of 
the devastated district ana moved toward 
the east. 

The most serious results were in the 
vicinity of Arnett, where fully thirty per- 
sons are believed to have suffered broken 
limbs. Nearly all of these victims are 
residents of farms. The only town known 
to have been destroyed is Vici, a Post 
Office in the southern part of Woodward 
County, where it is said there is not a 
house left standing. 

Dr. Howser at Vici was taking refuge 
in a dugout when ne was killed. A horse 
was lifted by the wind and dashed 
through the top of the dugout, burying 
the victim beneath the entire earth roof 
of the dugout and the weight of the anl- 
mal's body. 

At Mutual fifteen young people had 
gathered. The storm lifted the house off 
the floor on which they were seated, leav- 
ing the floor and the young people un- 
harmed. 


ROCK ISLAND, Il., May 11.~A tor- 
nado swept through Mercer and Henry 
Counties this afternoon, touching several 
towns and doing considerable damage. 
Mrs. Gottch, an elderly woman, was 
killed at Cleveland, where the storm de- 
molished a school, injuring several chil- 
dren. : 

At Millersburg fifteen houses were de- 
stroyed or damaged and two persons were 
injured. Wires are down and details are 
difficult to learn. 


FORT WORTH, Texas, May 11.—The 
destructive tornado which caused several 
deaths in Oklahoma last night extended 
as far south as Gainesville, Texas, and 
towns in that section. Hail at Gaines- 
ville to-day damaged crops nd broke win-« 
dows. The residence of Thomas Nance 
was blown down, and his family narrowly 
escaped death.

Lloyd Magruder, took place at 11 o’elock 
at the bride’s home. The Rev. Alfred 
Harding of St. Paul's Episcopal Church 
officiated. 

Mr. and Mrs. Chance immediately after 
the ceremony went to the office of a local 
newspaper to insert the marriage notice, 
and later lunched at a downtown hotel, in- 
cidentally receiving the congratulations of 
several friends they met by the way.

GOMPERS ASKED TOO MUCH 


Demanded That Measure Should Lean 
Entirely to Labor—Adjournment 
of Congress Probable May 23. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 11.—After a pro- 
tracted conference with the President this 
morning, Representative Townsend, who 
has been steering the President’s pro- 
gramme in the House, announced that the 
supporters of the White House will make 
no further efforts this session for the 
passage of the Anti-Injunction bill or for 
consideration by the House of Hepburn’'s 
amendment to the Sherman anti-trust 
law. The responsibility for the failure 
of both measures is laid at the door of 
Gompers and his followers. 

The labor leaders, said Mr. Townsend, 
have been so insistent that whatever bill 
is reported should lean entirely to the 
side of labor that all possibility of har- 
mony among even those most’ favorably 
inclined toward labor was destroyed. 

At the interview in the White House 
the President pointed out that the de-| 
mand for labor legislation had greatly 
diminished since it became apparent that 
whatever measure might finaliy be put 
through Congress would be free from 
partisan provisions. Even the Civic Fed- | 
eration bill, said Mr. Townsend, which 
was introduced by Representative Hep- 
burn. met with severe criticism at the} 
hands of President Gompers, while every 
bill bearing on injunctions has been at 
once condemned. 

It is the opinion of the President that | 
the absence of any general expression | 
on thée“pills from the rank and file of 
labor means simply that there is no real 
demand for immediate legislation. He} 
and Mr. Townsend came easily to an 
agreement on the point that the demand 
was in the first place started by Gompers 
and a few leaders, and that subsequently 
these leaders killed whatever chance there 
might have been for the enactment of 
labor legislation. 

With these two items removed from the 
President’s programme, an open road is | 
left for carrying out most of his plan of | 
campaign as mapped out at the beginning 
of the session.

GOOD FLIGHTS BY WRIGHTS. 


One for 27-16 Miles—Rate Over 46 
Miles an Hour.

MANTEO, N. C., May 11.—The Wright 
brothers made two flights to-day with 
their flying machine at Kill Devil Hill. 
The flights were much longer than any 
they have heretofore made there, one of 
them being for a distance of two and sev- 
en-sixteenths miles and the other for 
two and one-sixteenth. The longer flight 
was made at the rate of 46.774 miles an 
hour and the shorter at the rate of 32.281 
miles an hour. 

For the long flight the machine, start- 
ing from the foot of Kill Devil Hill, was 
steered in a northerly course, along the 
for a mile and three-elghts, then 
around a sand hill for five-sixteenths of 
a mile, and then back toward the start- 
ing point for three-quarters of a mile. 
The machine was skillfully handled in

WILL PASS VREELAND BILL. 


House Republicans Agree in Confer- 
ence—To Put It Through Senate.

WASHINGTON, May 11.-—The House 
Republicans to-night agreed by a vote, 128 
to 16, to pass the new Vreeland Currency 
bill reported to the House this afternoon. 
It has already been arranged to put it 
through the Senate, Senator Aldrich hav- 
ing receded from his position that any 
currency legislation there must be in the 
form of his bill, which insures the enact- 
ment of substantially thie measure at this 
session. iii 

There was a long and somewhat spirited 
debate in the conference, led by Chair- 
man Fowler of the Banking and Currency 
Committee, who was supported by Repre- 
sentatives Prince of Illinois and Hayes of 
California. The main point of their attack 
was the reserve provision for the pro- 
posed currency, and the provision for re- 
demption by the Government on demand. 

In all, twenty-four different amend- 
ments were offered, all of which were 
voted down.: Prince ana Hayes quit thé 
conference In disgust when they saw that 
they could accomplish nothing they want- 


ed. The procedure for passing the bill 
will be determined by the Rules Commit- 
tee of the House to-morrow. 

The bill ratified to-night provides for 
an issue of emerpency currency not to 
exceed $500,000,000, obtainable for circu- 
lation through the National 
House Association's scheme.

Presidential possibilities were passengers 
on the Manhattan Limited on the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad when that train reached 
the Union Station here from Chicago 
shortly after 1 o’clock.

But University Professor Declines to 
Resign Because of Them. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, May 11.—W. Heath 
Bawden, Professor of Philosophy at the 
University of Cincinnati, announced to- 
day that he would refuse to accede to a 
request by President C. W. Dabney to 
tender his resignation because of his pri- 
vate views on marriage and public views 
on sociology. 

Prof. Bawden said that he would fight 
against a forced retirement.

PARIS, May 11.—The vital statistics for 
1907 show a further marked decrease in 
the birth rate for France, which, in a 
century, thas fallem from 1,007,000 to 
774,000 a year. 

The reduction in the number of births 
last year was 33,000 as against an aver- 
age decrease of 12,000 for the last seven 
years, 

The deaths in France in 1907 totaled 
793,000—19,000 more than the total of 
births.

Mme. Gould Will Marry Him as Soon 
as He Changes His Religion. 


ROME, May 11.—Mme. Anna Gould and 
her children, accompanied by Prince Helie 
de Sagan, left here this evening for Monte 
Carlo, whence within a week or two they 
expect to go to Paris. 

It is stated that the marriage of the 
Prince and Mme. Gould will take place as 
soon as the Prince shall have embraced 
the Protestant faith. He declared again 
this evening that he was ready to turn 
Protestant so that a religious ceremony 
might be possible.

GOY. HUGHES DELAYS 
FIGHT ON GAMBLING 


Tells Special Session of the Leg- 
islature He Will Take Up 
Racing Bills Later. 


‘WAITS ELECTION RESULT 


Asks Enactment of Practically All Re 
forms Included in His Programme 
Defeated at Regular Session.

ALBANY, May 11.—With the reading 
of @ message from Gov. Hughes demand- 
ing the enactment of practically every} 
one of his reforms which were defeated, 
or not acted upon at the regular sesston, . 
the extraordinary session of the Legis- 


|lature, called under a proclamation issued 


on April 23, began work here to-night, 

To the surprise of many legislators, the 
Governor did not include in his message 
a recommendation for the enactment of 
the race-track reforms advocated by him 
and defeated at the regular session. The 
Governor, however, announced in his 
formal communication to the two branches 
of the Legislature, that he would submit 
to them recommendations for such enact- 
ment at a later date. 

In withholding any recommendations fop 
the enactment of the postponed race track | 
reform, the Governor took inte consid- 
eration the fact that the Senator who will: 
be elected from the Ntagara-Orleans Dis« 
trict to-morrow—and whose vote may 
prove decisive in disposing of the raca, 
track bills—cannot, on account of red tape 
take his seat In the Legislature until 
about two weeks from to-night. Under 
the law the county canvassers cannot meet 
to issue the necessary certificate of eleo«: 
tion until a week after the election has- 
been held. Then the State Board of Can-; 
vassers must act on the certificate issued 
by the county canvassers. This board will 
not meet until Friday of next week, 

The failure of the Governor to send in 
recommendations for the postponed race- 
track legislation will prevent the Legis- 
lature from taking any initiative in the 
matter, under the rules governing ex- 
traordinary sessions. This will obviate 
the possibility of any snap action forced 
by the opposition prior to the seating of 
the new Senator from the Forty-séventh 
oe a It will also give the Governor 

me to conduct a further paign 
throughcut the various stettens the 

State represented by the eight Repyb- 
lican Senators who helped to defeat the 
Agnew-Hart bills at the regular session 
It is known that this opportunity will be’ 
utilized by the Governor to the fullest 
extent possible. 

It was reported here to-night that there is 
grave doubt of Senator Otto G. Foelker’s

The Governor's Message. 


While the abolition of the protection of 
public gambling at race tracks is not 
among the subjects recommended by Gov. 
Hughes for the consfderation of the ex- 
traordinary session, at the conclusion of 
his message, read in both houses to-night, 
he says: 

“I have called a spectal election in the 
Forty-seventh Senatorial District to fill 
the vaeancy in the Senate caused by the 
death of the Hon. Stanisiaus P. Franchot. 
This election is to be held on May 12, 
1908. I make no further recommendation 
at this time, but it is my intention later 
to lay before you the important matter 
of abolishing the existing discriminationg 
in favor of race track gambling, and of 
enacting appropriate legislation in accord.

Wants Uniform Policy.

NO BETTING AT BENNING. 


House Passes Anti-Gambling Bill— 
Track May Move Into Maryland.

WASHINGTON, May 11.—By a unanil- 
mous vote the House to-day passed the 
Anti-Gambling bill, which had already 
passed the Senate: It forbids in the broad- 
est terms betting, gambling, poolselling, 
and bookmaking on any race or contest 
in the District of Columbia. .The Demo- 
crats suspended their filibuster to expe- 

dite the passage of the bill.

sponded to by the President. Other mem-

|W. K. Bixby, Murray Carleton, George A. 
| Meyer, and Jackson Johnson. 

Mr. Simmons's speech was as follows: 

Chairman Simmons’s Speech. 

“The National Prosperity Association 
has been formed to improve business con- 
ditions. It has in view no backward step 
from reforms which have been instituted. 
| It raises no question as to the wisdom of 
'laws which have been placed upon the 


| National statute books. 
| Soevection of evils in business methods. 

“After ten years of great prosperity 
the body commercial entered upon a pe- 
riod of depression and stagnation. The 
signs that the period is passing begin to 
multiply. There is promise of bountiful 
crops. The unemployed are for 
work. 
bor are not strained. The financial string- 
ency has passed. Capital is anxious for 
safe investment, 

‘* With such conditions prosperity waits 
only on confidence. We believe this is 
an opportune time for business men with 
honorable ideals to get together. We be- 
lieve the disposition of business interests 
is in the right direction 
ceive encouragement. 

‘Therefore, Mr. President, the National 
Prosperity Association has been formed, 
designed in the first place to promote con- 
fidence among our business men, and, 
in the second; through co-operation with 
you, to impress that confidence upon all 
our own people and the world at large. 
The association will facilitate interchange 
of opinion among the 100,000 nonpartisan 
business organizations of the country. 
Business has suffered too much already 
from demagogic agitation; therefore the 
association will seek relief from continued 
agitation by professional agitators. It 
will depreciate the unworthy spirit which 
arrays class against class. It will seek 
that unity of brotherhood which you have 
proclaimed. It will jgsist that the Amer- 
ican business men's standards are high; 
that his methods are clean. It will pro- 
claim what you have proclaimed, that the 
bulk of our business is honestly done. 

“It will point out that the disturbance 
of public confidence was not due to the 
enactment of reform legislation or to the 
punishment of specific wrong in methods, 
but to gross violations of law by some 
corporations and grafting by some pub- 
lic offiicals and to a defective currency 
system. Upon the heels of the insurance 
exposures came the earthquake at San 
Francisco, with the resultant damage, 
amounting to several hundred million of 
dollars, impoverishing citizens as well as 
insurance companies. Then came the dis- 
covery of bribery and grafting in some of 
our large cities, the manipulation of rail- 
road assets, and prosecution of corpora- 
tions for violations of the laws of State 
and Nation. These revelations naturally 
shook confidence. Reforms were impera- 
tive. You, Mr. President, effected them, 
and to-day the country realizes the value 
and potency of the remedy. 


Indebted to Roosevelt, 


The association recognizes. the debt 
the business interests, indeed the whole 
country, owes you for what you have 
done. It feels now that the time has come 
to take stock, to call a halt upon radical, 
hasty, and experimental legislation, de- 
signed to regulate industry. If the law 
officers have knowledge of violations of 
statutes let prosecutions proceed vigorous- 


ly and expeditiously before Grand Juries 
and in courts. The dishonest corporation, 
the dishonest railroad management, should 
be punished. But the honest corporation, 
the honest railroad mana ent, should 
be protected, and this the“association re- 
lies upon you to provide. 

‘*Upon railroads, particularly, public 
attention has been focused. No other in- 
femoge have suffered so severely ag they 
have during the past six months. Less 
of gain is apparent with the railroads 
than with other kinds of business. 
| Shrinkage of values has been very great. 
|The Hepburn law, for which you are re- 
sponsible, has introduced a higher stand- 
|ard of administration, but there have 
been unwise State enactments and agita- 
|tion for harsh Federal laws harmful to 
| the properties from the standpoint of the 
operator and employe and the investor. 

‘“A National political campaign {s open- 
ing. Platforms are to be adopted. The 
| National Prosperity Association will ask 
‘for fair-minded consideration of business 
/ issues by both parties. But the association 
|} does not believe that prosperity depends 
| upon politics. It is convinced that busi- 
ness may revive; that the unemployed 
may find work; that the normal volume 
of trade may be reached without waiting 
for the November elections. 
the association will address itself. 

‘In seeking your support of the work 
of the association, Mr. President, we are 
inspired by the view that your co-opera- 
tion will go far to aid in the restoration 
of hopefulness, of confidence, and of 
right thinking in our land.”

In the entire group of dominant Sena- 
tors whom the President has classified as 
reactionaries there is not one who person- 
ally or politically prefers Taft to Knox 
or Cannon or Fairbanks. But every one 
of them prefers Taft to Roosevelt. For 
weeks past there have been rumors that 
Aldrich eventually would swing to Taft. 
The Rhode Island delegation is unin- 
structed and will be absolutely subservient 
to the wishes of Aldrich. The conversion 
of Hale was a tedious process, but it be- 
came apparent that Maine would send a 
Taft delegation to Chicago. His colleague, 
Senator Frye, was openly for Taft. 

But it was not until the papers began to 
tell of the preference expressed for Roose- 
velt in Texas, Utah, and California, that 
Aldrich and Hale took off their coats. 
For three days nobody in Washington, not 
even excepting Hitchcock, who works four- 
teen hours a day, and can always be found 
on duty at midnight, has veen so active 
in behalf of Taft as Aldrich and Hale. A 
stampede to Roosevelt apparently was 
threatened, and they began to organize to 
prevent it. 

The President knew of their efforts and 
he secretly applauded. Their activity in 
behalf of Taft is what he had hoped for, 
and indeed planned for. The President is 
intensely practical as he himself admits. 
He did not care what influences caused 
the reactionaries to get behind Taft, just 
so they helped to give him the nomination. 
He doesn’t care how a stampede is pre-

Under the circumstances a stampede 
which will nominate Roosevelt now is out 
of the question.

Frederick W. Caddigan, a salesman, of 
105 or 110 State Street, Boston, died last 
night in Bellevue Hospital as a result of 
injuries supposed to have been received 
while under detention in the Jefferson 
Market Court Prison. Dr. Foley of Belle- 
vue, who responded to a hurry call from 
the prison shortly after 8 o'clock, found 
Caddigan suffering from a broken nose, 
fractured ribs, internal injuries, and acute 
alcoholism, He hurried him to the hos- 
pital, but Caddigan never recovered con- 
sciousness and died just after 11 o'clock. 

At the prison last night, Peter A. Mal- 
lon, the keeper, knew nothing whatever of 
the Matter until informed of it by Tue 
TIMES reporter. His assistant, John 
O’Connor, said he heard shouts coming 
from the ‘“‘ ten day pen" In which Caddi- 
gan was confined with other prisoners. 
Going there, he discovered the man lying 
on his face on the floor, evidently having 
fallen off the wooden bench which serves 
as a bench and bed. 

Two other prisoners, John Greel and 
George Groves, told of hearing Caddigan 
groan all day and complain of feeling ill. 
He said he had bad pains in the stomach. 
It was about 7:30 o'clock last night, they 
said, when Caddigan, who had been sit- 
ting on the bench with his legs hanging 
down, suddenly collapsed, as if seized 
with a fit, and fell to the floor. They 
shouted loudly, and O’Connor came. 

The court record shows that Caddigan 
was 35 years old, married, and had been 
arrested yesterday morning at 11:15 in 
West Twenty-seventh Street, for intoxi- 
cation. Magistrate Steimert held him in 
$100 bail for further examination. 


WOMAN RUN OVER BY A CAR. 


Knocked by One in Front of Another— 
Not Expected to Live. 


A woman supposed to be a Mrs. Carey, 
of 428 East 120th Street was knocked 
down and run over early this morning by 
a car at Seventh Avenue and 120th Street.

LAMPHERE ACCUSES WIDOW 


, Tells Minister Mra. Gunness Planned 
| His Murder—Helgelein’s Hand, Clasp- 
ing Halr, Shows the Death Struggle.

LAPORTH, Ind., May 11.—A complete 
‘solution of the mysteries of the Gunness 
| farm is expected within forty-eight hours. 
A final step will be taken either to-mor- 
row or the next day by the men who 
|; have brought the investigation of horrors 
‘to its culmination, and there is satis- 
| faction expressed in the attitude of every 
man upon whose shoulders rested the re- 
| sponsibility for placing the culpability be- 
|hind at least fourteen deaths. 
Four of these are crossed from the list 
| by absolute certainty that Ray Lamphere, 
ithe prisoner in the County Jall, set fire 
to the home of Mrs. Bella Gunness on 
}the morning of April 28 and caused the 
| deaths of the widow and her three chil- 
dren. For thia he is Mable under the 
pecullar provisions of the Indiana State 
laws to conviction for murder in the 
first degree as well as for arson. In- 
dictments against him upon both these 
‘charges will be asked of the Grand Jury, 
| which met in its first session to-day, but 
| will not reach his case before Wednesday. 


| The Manner of Death. 


| That the victims came to their deaths 
through the use of poison, the administra- 
tion of chloral, has been proven, Theplaces 
at which the drug was purchased during 
the last eight years has been found. That 
_the bodies then were dismembered, either 
in a “chamber of horrors” on the sec- 
‘ond floor of the Gunness home or in the 
basement, has been shown to the satis- 
, faction of the investigators. Two knives, 
/one a six-inch dagger and the other a 


needle-pointed, double razor-edged sur- 
geon's knife, are in their hands. 

That the big, stolid Norwegian woman 
enticed some of them into her lair by 
the bait of matrimonial advertisements 
and there had an active hand in killing 
them and disposing of their bodies is 
established without question by those ex- 
pected to answer the riddle. 

The one remaining question, whether she

Facts Obtained from Lamphere. 


The arrival at this point has been pre- 
ceded by a hunt for minutia only rumors 
of which have been given to the public. 
Here and there bits of evidence have 
become known, but the great array of facts, 
it is said, was obtained from _ state- 
ments made by Ray Lamphere, the former 
hired man who blackmailed the Gunness 
woman through the possession of knowl- 
edge concerning her dark secrets. 

He has not been ‘“‘sweated”’ at any 
time. No attempt at the ‘“‘ third degree” 
has been made, but it is from his utter- 
ance that the chain of testimony has 
been forged. 

The chief agent in obtaining the confi- 
dence of the prisoner has been a minis- 
ter—the Rev. E. A. Schell, pastor of the 
First Methodist Church, 

Ever since the first day of the pris- 
oner’s incarceration the clergyman has 
been a visitor at his cell. Fop hours at a 
time he has been locked In with the man 
who might carry the secret with him to 
the gallows. Upon the report of the 
clergyman the investigators nave builded 
their case. All that Lamphere told him 
has not been revealed, but enough of his 
admissions to give the framework upon 
| which the decision has been reached be- 
came public to-day. 

The man has been cautioned by his legal 
counsel to avoid giving any tnformation 
concerning his knowledge of his actions 
upon the night of the disappearance of 
Andrew Helgelein, the last victim of the 
alleged murderess; his observations upon 
that and later occasions, and his actions 
upon the night of the fire which cost the 
= of the woman and her three chil- 

ren. 


Either a Witness or Participant. 
In spite of these warnings, the accused 
man has made admissions that have led 
to the conviction that he either was a 
witness or an active participant in the 
putting away of Andrew Helgelein. Ac- 
cording to his statements, shortly before 
June 27, 1907, Mrs. Gunness stopped him 
on the street and asked him if he could 
go to her farm and do some carpentering. 
He accepted her offer, and on that date 
| began his work repairing a floor in the

It was not long before she made to him 
&@ proposal of marriage. She urged that 
this step be taken as soon as possible, 
| but that it must be preceded by his hav- 
, ing his life insured. She pointed out that 
under the State law none but a relative

| About Jan. 4 he discovered that Helge- 
'lein had come to the house. One after- 
| noon, when he had been ordered by Mrs.

Bored a Hole Through Floor. 
He declared that when he reached the 
barnyard he saw the widow and her 
sweetheart In a distant corner of the 
grounds walking about with a lantern. 
While they were out of the house he en- 
tered the basement and with an auger 
bored a hole through the sitting room 
floor, through which he might catch bits 


of. conversation that would be valuable 
to him. 

Then he declared, becoming seized with 
fright at the thought that they were se- 
lecting a place for his grave, he bolted 
into Laporte and remained for the rest of 
the night.

Dr. J. H. William Meyer sent to the 
Coroner his findings resulting from the 
autopsies on the bodies supposed to be 
those of Andrew Helgelein of Mansfield, 
8. D., and Jennie Olsen, the foster daugh- 
ter of Mrs. Gunness, who disappeared in 
906. Dr. Meyer reported that a mass of 
hair had been found in the clenched fist 
of Helgslein, and that the fingers grasp- 
ing it had been severed. 

Br. Meyer’s report on the bodies of 
Helgelein and Miss Olsen declared that 
both had met unnatural deaths, In the 
' ease of the young woman the condition of 
'‘the body precluded any possibility of de- 
termining the manner in which she was 
murdered. Decay, caused largely by lime, 
| had destroyed the tissues so that the or- 
gans are scarcely susceptible to chemical

Helgelein’s body had been in the ground 
only a few months at most, and it gave 
evidence of a death struggle. The 
cienched hand, which contained hatr, 
been mutilated and the other hand had 
been severed at the wrist.

Money Paid in for Bonds, Re- 
ceiver Says, but Not Ex- 
pended on the Line. 


COST $200,000 TO TRACE IT 


Then Could Not Be Recovered—Only 
“Stage Money” for Metropolitan’s 
Debtse—Rap at Public Utilities Board. 


Receiver Frederick W. Whitridge of the 
Third Avenue Railroad, in a report to 
the bondholders of that company, made 
public yesterday, says that it will cost 
about $4,000,000 to pay fornecessary repairs 


and for improvements which he thinks | 


ought to be provided for immediately. 
He says he has not found evidence that 
all the proceeds of the company’s bonds 
were expended on the propérty. Incl- 
dentally, he places a very low estimate 
on the work so far accomplished by the 
Public Service Commission. 

The proceeds of the Third Avenue’s 
bond sale, the receiver says he was in- 
formed by the bankers, were paid to the 
company in three checks, one for $17,000,- 
000, drawn on the National City Bank; 
one for $17,564,444.44 on the Nationa! 
Bank of Commerce, and one for $1,943,000. 
“There is, in my judgment,” says the 
teceiver, ‘‘no evidence on earth or under 
the earth of the expenditure of any such 
sum of money upon the Third Avenue 
system.”" He says, however, that it would 
cost $200,000 to trace the expenditure of 
all this money, and that after this was 
done there would be no certainty that 
any of the money could be recovered for 
the bondholders. 

Of the condition of the company when 
he took charge, the receiver says that it 
had no offices and no supplies; that its 
shops had been neglected for years, and 
that the tracks and cars were In very bad 
shape, the power house alone belng in 
good condition. Of the 567 cars turned 
over to him there was only one which did 
not need immediately some repairs, 

Included in the $4,056,000 which the re- 


‘ 
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ceiver estimates ought to be spent upon 
the property are $300,000 for repair of 
cars, $436,000 for repair of tracks, $300,000 
for new cars already ordered, and $1,500,- 
000 for additional rolling stock which the 
receiver thinks necessary. The amount 


also includes over $1,300,000 for new con- 

struction, including several miles of ralil- 

wey on the Bronx and Pelham Parkway 
nes. 


The receiver announces that he proposes 
to ask the court for permission to issue 
| 


$2,500,000 receivers’ certificates to cover 
part of these proposed expenditures. The 
unpaid franchise taxes due by the Third 
Avenue system amount on their face, the 
receiver states, to $1,600,000. The com- 
pany paid only the taxes for the first 
year the special franchise tax was in ef- 
fect, and the tax for the last eight years 
is still in litigation. 

The receiver recommends that all the 
claims against the Metropolitan and 
New York City Railway companies be 
abandoned upon condition that there be 
returned to the Third Avenue the amount 
collected by the Metropolitan after the 
last payment on account of its lease, less 
the cost of operating the Third Avenue 
system. He says judgments for consider- 
able amounts could probably be entered, 
but, he adds, that such judgments could 
not be collected from the Metropolitan, 
and that they would represent only “ stage 
money.”

NEW HAVEN, Conn., May 11.—The 
largest quarterly deficit the New Haven 
Road has suffered since the industrial de- 
pression of 1893 was reported to-night for 
the three months covering January, Feb- 
ruary, and March. The total shortage 
was $668,837, against a surplus of $349,109 
for the same months in 1907.

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DUMA IS A PARLIAMENT. 


That Is the Universal Answer In Rus- 
sia to Kokovsoff’s Ejaculation. 


ST. PETERSBURG, May 11.—The polit- 
ical crisis which resulted from the remark 
made recently {in the Duma by Finance 
Minister Kokovsoff, ‘‘Thank God, we 
have not a Parliament in Russia yet,” 
has passed as quickly as it arose with 
happy consequences to everybody con- 
cerned except Kokovsoff. 

The most significant results of the in- 
cident are the general recognition that 
Parliament, although not parliamentar- 
ism, exists in Russia; the establishment 
of solidarity in the Centre Party of the 
Duma under the leadership of the Presi- 
dent, M. Khomyakoff, and the striking 
evidence of good relations between Par- 
lament and the Premier. 

M. Khomyakoff and Premier Stolypin 
had tong audiences with Emperor Nicho- 
las yesterday evering, after ‘which M, 
Khomyakoff announced that the incident 
could be regarded’ as closed, that the po- 
sition of the Duma was firm, and that tne 
rumor that the Emperor was in any way 
Vissatisfied with Parliament could be de- 
nied categorically. 


IRISH UNIVERSITY BILL. 


Passes Second Reading in House of 
Commons by Vote of 344 to 31. 


LONDON, May 11.—The House of Com- 
mons this evening passed the second read- 
ing of the Irish University bill by a vote 
of 344 to 31. The minority, which con- 
sisted of Irish Unionists and Noncom- 
formist Radicals, was so small that it is 
assumed the passage of the Dill in all 
succeeding stages is a certainty. 

Augustine Birrell, Chief Secretary for 
Ireland, in the course of the debate, ex- 
pressed his gratification on account of the 


support ‘given to his bill by Mr. Balfour 
and the other opposition leaders. 

The central idea of Mr. Birrell’s project 
is to found by royal charter two new sni- 
versities in Ireland, with headquarte in| 
Dublin and Belfast. Dublin University is 
to be composed of three constituent 
branches. ‘wo of these already exist at 
Cork and Galway, the third, to be known 
as New College, will be founded at Dub- 
lin. The existing Queen’s College, at Bel- 
fast, is to constitute the proposed new 
northern university, which probably will 
be called the University of Belfast. 


INSURRECTION IN CHINA. 


Large Body of Rebels Marching on 
Meng-tsze, One of the Treaty Ports. 


PEKING, May 11.—News was received 
here to-day of the progress of the revolu- 
tionary outbreak in Yun-Nan Province. 

Three thousand rebels in two columns 
were marching on Meng-tsze, a treaty 
port at the head of navigation of the 
Songkol River. A body of provincial 
troops met and repulsed one of the col- 
umns at Man-hao, on the Red River, last 
Saturday; the other column, which was 
following the railroad line, was not 
stopped. At the time the report of its 
progress was sent in, it was within thirty 
miles of Meng-tsze. 

Viceroy Hsi-liang, at the head of an- 
other body of provincial troops, has left 
Yun-nan-fu for Amu, forty miles north- 
west of Meng-tsze. 


OUR HOPS WORRY ENGLAND. 


Unionists Plead in House of Lords for 
Tariff Wall Against Them. 


LONDON, May 11.—The “ dumping” of 
American hops in this country was the 
subject of debate in the House of Lords 
this afternoon.

on the subject differs radically from the 
Public Service Commission, whose report 
to the Governor list January was in gen- 
eral in consonance with the policy ex- 
pressed in the Robinson bill. 

The memorandum of Mr. Ivirs com- 
prises a careful analysis of the rapid 


transit legislation of this State since 1866, 
and the writer remarks that there is no 
sorrier chapter in the history of the State. 
He says the Robinson bill is not, as gen- 
erally understood, 2 repeal of the Elsberg 
bill, but an amendment of the entire act, 
and a reversal of the policy adopted by 
the referendum of 1894, when the people 
voted overwhelmingly for municipal con- 
struction. The memorandum goes on to 
say of the Robinson bill: 
It involves not only the reversal of the 
rinciple of original municipal ownership, 
ut the substitution for it of the doctrine 
of private ownership under indeterminate 
franchise, something utterly unknown to the 
people of this State and to the people of 
this City. The theory of the advocates of 
this revolutionary plan—and it is theory 
pure and simple—is that, if the city will 
make such a grant it can induce private 
capital to construct and own, nevertheless 
always reserving for itself the right, after 

a certain limited period, to put an end to 

the grant by repurchase. 

After voicing his dissent from the_rec- 
ommendation of the Public Service Com- 
mission in January for an authorization of

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“COPS” ROUND UP 
~ BRAVE FIREMEN 


Rescue Their Waning Baseball 
. Prestige in Ninth Inning 
Onslaught. 


CAPT. MADIGAN THE HERO 


When the Ball Doesn’t Hit His Bat It 
Hits Him, but He Survives the 
Blows—Devery Chief Rooter. 


The Association. for Improving the Breed 
of Policemen and Firemen held a much 
needed meeting at the American League 
grounds yesterday afternoon, and the ben- 
eficiaries played $360 worth of ball. 

The police won by. the score of 18 to 
15. 

So far as can be learned they got no 
money. This is worth thinking about.

The ceremonies attending the starting of 
the game were very impressive. The po- 
licemen’s band played ‘“‘ The Star-Spangled 
Banner,” and there was not a dry eye 
in. the vast crowd represented by tho 
$360. Everybody stood up and uncovered, 
and when the band had finished every- 
body sat down and whispered to his nelgh- 
bor: ‘‘ What was that tune the band was 
playing?"

Then 
Murphy, the amiable head operator, who 
has been wiring baseball since it was 
Three Old Cat, reached out for the gong 
rope ang ding-donged a dirge that the 
brave boys in blue and the gallant fire 
laddies understood to be the signal’ to 
commence. 

There was a nice, clean row of boxes 
reserved for the topside people in swell 
police and firemen circles, An unem- 
ployed policeman in the grand stand 
pointed out one of these, with a great deal 
of awe. ‘‘ There’s where Bingham’s going 
to sit,”” he said. ‘*‘He’s just crazy about 
this baseball thing.”” He spoke enthu- 
siastically of other boxes, where he ad- 
vertised lesser stars of the Mulberry Stock 
Company to positively appear. 

“And all the high guys in the Fire 
Department will be on hand,"’ spoke up 
a brave smoke-swallower, not to be out- 
done at his own benefit.

The people of the east side are to 
raise $15,000 to be expended upon an 
arch and clock to commemorate the 
completion of the Delancey Street Sub- 
way loop.

to enjoy swift spinal chills. But it is so 
well acted on the whole and is so nicely 
staged that regular Broadway patrons 
will get enjoyment from it now that dra- 
‘matic fare is chiefly confined to the 
hurry-up houses. As a change from the 
éverpresent musical comedy and vaude- 
ville it may be commended. 

It is an everlasting pity that Cecil 
Spooner was not discovered by a Daly or 
& Belascoe many years ago, Nine out of 
ten women of the stage who play ingénue 
and soubrette réles could go to school to 
her and learn a lot of things. As it is she 
has faults that a fine stage manager 
might have been able to corregt) but she 
plays with a remarkable show o? vivacity 
and sincerity, and she is exceptionally re- 
sourceful. She is an unusually fine little 
artiste and, at the prices, a decided bar- 
gain for the theatregoer.

EXCHANGE NEAR GOLD POINT 


Day's Newa tncludes Further Large In- 
crease In Idie Freight Carse— 
Muoh Profit Taking. 


Dealings on the Stock Exchange yester- 
day were under the influence of consider- 
able profit taking in the issues which had 
held the most prominent places during 


| the upward movement in prices which has 


been in progress for several weeks past, 
and In some of these issues, after irregu- 
lar fluctuations, net losses appeared at 
the end of the day. In other parts of the 
list, however, further sharp advances 
were recorded with gains of from 2 to 
8 points, and even more in some issues, 
Said the aggregate of the day’s trading, 
which exceeded 1,000,000 shares, was the 
largest recorded in a fortnight. While 
such issues as Great Northern, Northern 
Pacific, Reading, Southern Pacific, and 
Union Pacific were under sufficient sell- 
ing pressure to. cause them to show net 
losses or only very small gains on the 
day’s trading despite the vigorous ad- 
vances in some other parts of the list, the 
market for these shares was broad 
enough to enable the profit-taking sales 
te be conducted with little difficulty. 
Among the stocks which were conspicu- 
ous for further advances yesterday were 
Amaigamated Copper, which gained 1% 
points; Brooklyn Rapid Transit, which 
was up 2% on the day’s dealings; New 
York Central, which gained 2%, and 
United States Steel preferred, which made 
@& net advance of seven-eighths of a point, 
while in other quarters there were such 
advances ag 4 points in New York, On- 
tario & Western, 8 points in Chesapeake 
& Ohio, and gains of from 2 to7 points in 
several inactive issues. Among the atocks 
which made sharp gains on relatively 
light trading conspicuous places were 
held by several of the New York City 
traction issues, including Metropolitan 
Street Railway, which rose 6 points, 
and Interborough-Metropolitan preferred, 
which gained 2% points. 

The further advances recorded yester- 
day, which were vigorous in many parts 
of the list despite the irregular character 
of the market as a whole, did not find 
encouragement in the day’s news, for this 
included a return of the foreign exchange 
market practically to the gold export 
point despite the recent sales of large 
blocks of American securities in the Eu- 
ropean markets, and the publication of 
the fortnightly report of the American 
Railway Association showing a further 
large increase in the: country’s {dle 
freight cars. These figures, which afford 
the most convincing evidence of the fluo- 
tuations in the traffic being handled on 
our railways, show that between April 15 
and 29, the date of the report made publio 
yesterday, the number of idle freight cars 
increased in round numbers from 875,000 
= 413,000. When it 4s recalled that dur- 

g the first half of April there was an 
ren hin of 68,000 in the number of idle 
freight cars, it is made clear by the fig- 
ures reported yesterday that the declining 
tendency during the month of April 
beought a further substantial contraction 
in railway traffic which means necessari- 
ly a contraction in the country’s business. 

Foreign exchange rates rose yesterday 
to 4.87 for demand sterling, which, with 
the sterling rate in Paris on London 
quoted at 25f. 13c., brought the market 
practically to the gold export point. Bank- 
ers were making preparations yesterday 
for further exports of gold to Paris, and 
the chances yesterday seemed to favor a 
resumption of the gold export movement. 
The early completion of plans for further 
important railway financing, a part of 
which may be arranged abroad, may pre- 
vent a renewal of the gold export move- 
ment, but with continued excessive ease 
in money at this centre it will not be sur- 
prising if this market is called upon to 
make further shipments of gold to Eu~ 
rope.

Roads Would Enable Them to 
Make Heavy Purchases. 


Committees of the Merchants’ Associa- 
tion and of the Board of Trade and Trans- 
portation held meetings yesterday to oon- 
sider the proposed freight-rate increases 
in the trunk line territory, which have 
practically been agreed upon, to go into 
effect Oct. lL. The management of the 
Produce Excharige also has under advise- 
ment the attitude which that association 
will assume toward the movement. In 
neither case, however, was any definite 
decision reached yesterday. 

The Executive Committee of the Mer- 
chants’ Association had before it the in- 
vitation to a joint conference on the mat- 
ter, issued last week by the Illinois Man- 
ufacturers’ Association, and a special 
meeting of the Board of Managers has 
beon called for to-morrow to consider the 
subject. 

The Oommittee on Railroad Transpor 
tation of the Board of Trade and Trans- 
portation yesterday decided that the pro- 
posal to advance freight rates had not 
yet been placed in sufficiently tangible 
shape for formal consideration, and an- 
other meting will be held on May 22, by 
which time, the committee thought, more 
specific information might be had as to 
what the railroads propose in the way of 
freight-rate increases. 

While in neither case was a vote taken, 
it seems probable that the Board of 
Trade’s committee {g opposed to,any in- 
orease, while the Executive Committee 
of the Merchants’ Association is inclined 
to regard the question as an open one, It 
is known that some individual members 
of the association regard the proposed 
increases as reasonable.

MS RULINGS. 


Raak Trout Are Held Dutiable at 30 
Per Cent.—Other Decisions. 


In overruling a contention raised by ¢. 
L. Benson of Chicago, the Board of Gen- 
eral Appraisers held yesterday that so- 
called raak trout packed in packages of 
less than one-half barrel must pay: duty 
on the basis of 30 per cent. ad valorem. 

The importer maintained that the fish 
should be admitted either as fresh-water 
fish at the rate of one-fourth of one cent 


per pound, or else under the provision for 
fish not specially provided for at three- 
fourths of one cent per pound. The peti- 
tion of the same importer for a reduction 
in the assessment made by the Govern- 
ment on cloud berries was refused by the 
board. 

A protest was decided adversely to the 
claims of E. Longhi & Co. of Chicago, in- 
volving the classification of edible fish 
eggs. The board held the eggs dutiable 
at 30 per cent., and not at the lower rates 
démanded by the importers.

Ex-Convict Tells How Gundlach- 
Barry Combination Sold Notes 
of the Keyport Victims. 


TOOK NOTES FOR $150,000 


Barry, Note Sellers Were Told, Was 
Worth Ten Millions—Negro Finan- 
cier Also Involves the Gang. 


Although the examination in the Tombs 
Court was postponed until to-day, there 
were important developments yesterday 
in the’ note-brokerage swindle that has 
been under investigation by Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Kindleberger. The two 
prisoners already under arrest, John 
Gundlach and Regulus Shippy, were joined 
by another, Charles E. Barry, who says 
he is a latvyer. He is seriously involved 
in statements made to the authorities by 
newly-discovered victims of the note- 
brokerage game. A third individual con- 
cerned in the situation, Robert Cornell, a 
colored janitor-financier of the building 
at 72 Trinity Place, has made a statement 
which indicates that he will be a valuable 
witness for the State. 

In addition to these developments the 
atury was rounded out yesterday through 
the depositions of President P. C. Sher- 
man and Treasurer H. H. Hull of the 
Sherman Cutlery Company of Keyport, 
N. J., telling how the Gundlach-Barry 


combination forced that concern into the, 


hands of a receiver in two months by 
getting hold of an issue of $150,000 notes 
authorized and issued for the purpose of 
extending a prosperous and growing busi- 
ness. 

In April of last year the Sherman Cut- 
lery Company decided to make the im- 
provements which had been in contempla- 
tion for some time, and accordingly an 
advertisement was inserted in 
York newspaper for a broker who would 
handle an issue of $150,000 notes. Gund- 
lach, it appears, had been carrying his 
advertisement in the same newspaper for 
some time previously, and he got into 
communication with the Sherman Cutlery 
Company. Accordingly, Mr. Sherman and 
Mr. Hull came over to the Astor House 
to meet Gundlach. He represented that 
he was a note broker with influential 
connections among large investment in- 
terests and gave certain business refer- 
ences which were found not unsatisfac- 
tory. 

First Move in the Game. 


While the conversation was going on in 
the parlors of the Astor House an under- 
sized, gray-haired man walked through 


the room, spoke to Gundlach in an under- |

Gundlach told them that the stranger was 
Charles E. Barry, his principal, who was 
worth in the neighborhood of $10,000,000 
and was sure to take the issue of notes.

TELL OF DELUSIONS 


| Insane Patients from Ward’s Isl- 
and Taken Before Audience 
at Academy of Medicine. 


PARANOIAC WITH A MILLION 


Another In the Tolls of “ Electrical 
Control,” While a Third Has 
a Story to Tell. 


Three Inmates of the Manhattan State 
Hospital for the Insane, on Ward's Isl- 
and, appeared last night in the Academy 
of Medicine, 17 West Forty-third Street, 
at a meeting of the section on neurology 


and psychiatry, before an audience com- 
posed for the most part.of men in the 
medical and legal professions, in which 
there were a few women. 

After Dr. C. Floyd Haviland nad spoken 
upon paranoia and epileptic mania, the 
three patients were introduced to the au- 
dience as “ exhibits."’ They talked about 
their cases with the audience and an- 
swered any questions that were put to 
them. 

The first to be exhibited was a young 
German who had been employed in a} 
Wall Street house as a stenographer. 
made a demand upon the firm for money, 
was arrested, and withnately sent to the 
Manhattan State Hospital. He was, 
classed as a case of paranoia. Dr, Floyd 
asked him if he had told a Police Magis: 
trate that he was a millionaire, 

‘It was like this,’ said the patient. “ r| 
had been earning $50,000 or $60,000 a/| 
year, which I can prove. That was 4} 
per cent. on a million dollars. So I was | 
practically a millionaire. And so I said} 

was. I withdrew from 
which I was employed. 

“‘I had traveled abroad with the senior | 
| member of my firm and had been told | 
|} by the houses in Burope with which they 
; did business to let them know whenever 
| there was anything wrong in Wall Street. 
I wrote to these firms Tast Fall before 
the panic telling them that there was 
going to be trouble, so they acted on my 
advice and made lots of money. About 
the demand that I made for money on 
my firm: I had collected a debt for them 
in Germany and they had agreed verbally 
to give me half, so I asked for my 
$12,000,"" 

“What was the motive of the people 
that prosecuted you? Was your employer 
hostile to you?”"’ was asked. 

‘*My. employer was not hostile to me, 
but he was under the influence of his 
relatives.”’ 

‘* What was their motive? 
“They wanted to force me out of the 
business,”’ returned the patient, ‘and 
put in a lot of nephews and cousins,” 
Dr. Haviland sent “ Exhibit A” back 
to the keeper in the hall and then re- 
marked that the next patient also was a 
case of paranola.. He added that the man 
had shot and seriously hurt a man twenty | 
years ago in San Francisco. The patient! 
said that a minor prison official on the 
coast had placed him under electric in- 
fluence, so that he suffered greatly after 
coming to New York and obtained em- 
|ployment as a watchman. When placed 
in a chair facing the audience the patient 
proved to be an Irishman with a bit of @ 
brogue. 
| “T’ve been waiting for a chance like 
this,” said the patient. ‘“‘I want to 
lmeet a body of American men and have 
them see if Iam insane. I am an Ameri- 
can myself. I came to this country when 
I was nine months old.”’ 

‘What do you think about your case, 
about your being insane’’’ he was asked, 

‘“T have no opinion about it,” returned 
the patient. ‘*‘My opinion amounts to 
nothing. If it did I wouldn’t be on Ward’s 
Island.”’ 

‘‘ What do other people think about it?” 

‘“*T don’t know anything about their 
opinions. lave I got to be held respon- 
sible for thejr opinions and put in an in- 
sane asylum?”’ 

‘What about that electric control of 
fou?’’ 
at I heard what the doctor said about it. 
But there isn’t a word of truth in it. I 
have been converted and am trying to up- 
lift the lowly and clothe the naked. 
haven't been persecuted. I haven't any 
delusions.” 

“Haven't you had any strange experi- 
ences?”’ asked Dr. Haviland. 

“What if I have? Is that any reason 
why I should be put in an asylum?” 

““Who is persecuting you?” 

The patient, forgetting that he had sald 
he wasn’t persecuted or that he hadn't 
any delusions, burst out strongly: 

“It's Ben Chambers.” 

Chambers, he explained, had been a 
Deputy Warden in California. 

‘What about this electricity? ”’ 

“T don’t know anything about elec- 
tricity. But there are some strange 
things done with it. I don’t say so my- 
self, but I accept the word of such men 
as Edison. They know.” 

Dr. Carlos F. MacDonald, who was pre- 
siding, leaned over the table and asked 
the patient if he would kill one of his 
tormentors if he could. Dr. Haviland had 
told the audience before presenting the 
patient that he had said he would. 

‘““T would kill them if I could,’”’ he said. 
“ wouldn’t you?"’ Ben Chambers has had 
his men around me for a good many 
years. What else is an American citizen 
to do? The man I shot out West was a 
thug. It was in a row over a poker game 
in Dutch Fred's place, and I had put down 
a $10 gold plece and walked out.” 

The next patient was a melancholy 
bearded Austrian. Dr. Haviland said he 
had been a musician, who at times be- 
came violent, assaulted people, and broke 
furniture. Yn a dream state after one of 
these periods he heard voices and music. 

The patient mounted the platform and 
bowed to the audience. 

“Good evening, gentlemen,’”’ said’ he. 
“You must excuse my English. I am 
Austrian, and I have first to think in 
German and then translate into English. 
When I come out of those states in which 
I try to hurt my dear parents I hear all 
of the music that I used to play in the 
orchestra, and I hear the voices of Lillian 
Russell and all of those stars at whose 
feet I used to play in Chicago.”’ 

Assistant District Attorney Arthur Train 
read a paper on insanity as a defense for 
crime, in which he advocated such legal 
changes as would establish a permanent 
medical commission to pass upon the 
state of mind of the prisoner at the time 
a crime was committed, whenever the de- 
| fense offered was insanity. This could be 
| brought about by a change in the Penal 
| Code of a couple of hundred words. Mr. 
Train thought that the plea of insanity 
generally resulted only in a verdict in a 
lesser degree.
